CONCERNING NITROGEN. 


Whsro th» Farmer Most took for th* Chief 


Supply of Hswt Food. 


The unscientific fanner is of the 


opinion that leguminous crops, such AH 
< lover, beans, alfalfa, etc , add to the 
fertility of the soil, instead of draining 
it. bu«h, however, is not really the 
fact. 
Thin class oj plants have deep- 


s«u-chiug iootst and obtain 
from 


deeper m the earth the rich supplies of 
nitrogen, which the shallow rooted 
plants do not reach. The leguminous 
plants above named incorporate more 
nitrogen in their composition than 
tnuny other kinds. And when the crop 
is removed more nitrogen is lemoved 
from the soil than with a crop of wheat 
or corn 
But the way clover, alfalfa, 


etc., feitilize the soil is by drawing it 
from deeper in the earth, and in the 
decay of their roots, leave in tiie sui- 
fncc toll, and for th* support of shal- 
low-rooted plants, a large amount of 
nitrogen 
This is one of the principal 


ways m which these leguminous plants 
benefit the soil. 
Some agricultural 


chemists contend that they collect or 
absorb in their growth much of tins 
nitrogen fiom the atmospheie. 


Bat the best authorities almost as- 


tonish us with the statements which 
they make as to the amount of nitro- 
gen in good soils. Kroker showed long 
ago that good, cultivated soil contains 
not less than one per cent of mtiogen, 
or 8,500 pounds to the acio in the loam 
one foot deep. And A. Miller, in his 
chemical analysis of soils found as high 


26 per cent. Boussingault also, on 


analyzing a number of loams of a good 
quality, Uken from different localities, 
found from 6,000 to 80,000 pounds ol 
mtiogen to the acce» taken to the depth 
of eighteen inches. This is soil nitro- 
gen. 
Stoier gays tbere are 22 pounds 


of mtiogen in each ton of timothy hay, 
in a ton of clever 43 pounds, and il 
three tons of red clover bo taken from 
an aoie, which is not uncommon, a 
crop takes from the soil 129 pound? 
per acre. 


Lewis and Gilbert by caieful experi- 


ments pioved that cropping continu- 
ally, 
without returning 
nitrogen 


m some shape to tbe soil, will render 
it barren and unfruitful. 
Storer says 


(volume one, page 361): "It is to the 
soil that the farmer mast look, for all 
the chief supply «f nitrogen, as ^ell 
as foi all of the other kinds of plant 
food except exygen and carbonic acid. 
Most of the nitrogen of the soil exists 
there m insoluble and inert forms, 
which have u*v«r been aecuiately 
studied " While nltrogem romes al- 
most exclusively to plant* flora the soil, 
ammonia, oxygen and carbonic acid 
comes to plants 1mm the air 
The 


amount of carbonic acid (as stated by 
Stoiei) in the air to almost incredible. 
He says there are 28 tons of caibomo 
acid in the air to evety acre of the 
eiuth's surface. 
So if man's misman- 


agement exhausts the uittogen of the 
soil, theie is little danger of his ira- 
proyidenee exhausting the supply of 
carbonic acid, wiiloh is so important to 
animal and vegetable life. 


Oxygen i* another element necessary 


for plant growth and animal life, which 
MO extravaganoe *f man will ever ex- 
haust. 
Eight-nlatha «f water, one 


feuitaaJr, aa well a* one-half of all 
srhoa, clwlk-and alumnia, which aae 
the three chief constituents of the 
earth's BUI face, it oxygen. Of this man 
need not be saving. 
Ammonia is an- 


othei *]«ment in plant life: and growth 
Which is most f reqeuntly combined with 
other elements. But all of these things 
open a wide field for the study and in- 
vestigation of farmers. But especially 
that of nitrogen^ which constitutes tbe 
best element of all natural or corumei- 
aial feitilinsen.—Da Maims Register

The Now York and 
Pennsylvania fiumers found more profit- 
able uses for their land than pioducing 
sheep on it, consequently they sold their 
flocks to the Ohio, Illinois, Missouri and 
Texas ogncultunats. 
The increase in 


population aud tho establishment and 
extension of induetups paying better 
thun sheep raising, which tho tariff is 
bringing about, are having their olTe«t in 
the latter states also, and tho sheep pro- 
ducer is still moving westward. Tho ticp- 
trade journals are welcome to all tho aid 
and comfort whioh they can derive out of 
the knowledge that snoop raising was 
mor» general east of the AUeghomes in 
*ihe free-trade period than it has been in 
the tariff era. But wo would respectfully 
caution them against falling into the de- 
lusion that tho number of sheep 111 tho 
country at largo is smaller now than it 
wna then.

discrimination In favor of this claimant, 
unfiilr and nnjust towards thousands of 
poor widows who are equally entitled to 
our sympathy and benevolence. 


Tho other 3enat e bill vetoed was one 


granting u pension to Betsy Mansfield, 
tlie mother of F. J. Mansfield, who en- 
llHtod us a ])i ivate in April, 1861, and who 
died iu camp in November of the same 
year. This bill the President vetoes, be- 
cause the claimant appears not to have 
been dependent in the least degree upon 
tho solcliei at the time of his death. 


Tho third bill vetoed is a House bill 


granting a pension to Laura A. Wright, 
widow of Chailos H. Wright, who was r 
pensioned for a gun-shot wound received 
in the seivice la 1801, and who in 1884 
committed Hiileldo, because, as is alleged 
by tho claimant, of tompoiary Insanity 
caused by pain resulting from the wound.

ning Mr. Matthew Arnold, while awaiting 
in Liverpool his daughter's arrival from 
New York, was in exuberant spirits, antf 
made a running jump over a railing near 
the house, though Dr. Sir Andrew Clark, 
knowing his liability to heart disease, 
had warned him against any gudden exer- 
tion. Sunday, still in high spirits, he 
went out for a walk with Mrs. Arnold. 
Boon after starting, he suddenly fell for- 
ward and never spoke again, but died a 
few moments later. The physicians as- 
cribe his death to heart disease. 


DEATH OF MATTHEW AENOLD. 


LIVERPOOL, April 1,6.—Matthew Arnold 


died heie last evening of heart disease. 


Matthew Arnold, the English p"et, son of 


Thcmas Arnold, was born at Laleham, En- 
gland, December 24,18S2. He was educated at 
Winchester, Rugby anfl Oxford; won the New- 
degate prize for English verse by a poem en- 
titled "Cromwell", in 1845 was chosen fellow 
of Oriel College; and from 1848 to 1851 was 
private secretary to Lord Lansdowne. Having 
married, Mr. Arnold received an appointment 
as one ot the lay inspectors ol schools under 
the committee ot the council of education. In 
1849 he published anonymously a small volume 
or poems under the title of "The Strayed Bev- 
eler, and other Poems." In 1858 a second 
vol- 


ume appeared, "Empedocles on JEtna, and 
other Poems". In 1858 a new volume was li 
sued In his own name, followed by a second 
series, the two containing selections from the 
previous collections along with some fresh 
pieces. On May 5,1857, Mr. Arnold was elected 
professor of poetry in the University of Ox- 
ford 
His later 
noteworthy 
works are: 


"Balder", "Merope, a Tragedy" (1868); "On 
Translating Homer" (18W), "Essays in Criti- 
cism" (1805). "Study of Celtic Literature" 
(1807); "Schools and Universities on the 
Con- 


tinent" (1868), "Culture and Anarchy" (1869): 
"St. Paul and Protestantism" (1870); "Friend 
ship's Garland" (1871); "Literature and Dog- 
ma" (1873), and other works. 


A TREMENDOUS SENSATION.

THE GHARRY. 


We knew that Simla Is the summer capital 


of India, and that for about half of the year 
it is the residence of .the viceroy and the 
chief officers of the government, when the . 
intense heat makes Calcutta unendurable. 
Inquiries developed the fact that it is over 
7,000 feet above the sea level, on a narrow 
spur of the Himalayas, and about 100 miles 
from the nearest railway station. Mysteri- 
ous hints were also thrown out about a new 
sensation to be experienced in a ride for 
more thou half the distance in a vehicle 
called a tonga, which our informant declared 
to be unlike f.nything: in heaven, on earth or 
under it. 


One pleasant morning, therefore, we de- 


scended from the cars at the fine station of 
Umballa Cantonment. A cantonment, by 
the way, is that portion of a town where the 
Europeans makotheirhometfT Itisgenerally 
well laid out with broad and shady streets, 
and the houses are large and roomy, and 
surrounded with pretty gardens. It offers a 
great contrast to the native part of the town 
where the houses ore closely huddled together, 
and the streets often too narrow to admit a 
carriage: 


Although it was the middle of January, 


the air was soft and balmy, and the thick 
foliage of the trees and the flowers blooming 
on every side reminded me of a day in the 
spring at home. We proceeded to the post- 
otllce and arranged for our conveyance—for 
the road to Simla is operated by the govern- 
ment—and we were soon on our way. 


We made this first day's journey in a 


gharry, the ordinary carriage of the coun- 
try, a two seated vehicle which will carry 
four persons with reasonable comfort. Our 
horses were changed frequently, and WB 
rolled along at a good pace. The road was 
excellent as all Indian roads are, but the 
country wan flat and totally uninteresting. 
In fact, except in the mountain regions, the 
jjcenery of India.is as monotonous as the 
southern part of Now Jersey. The only 
event of interest which occurred was the 
crossing of a river bed which was a full mile 
wide, though only two or three trivial 
streams, scarcely deep enough to cover tbe 
hubs of our carriage, meandered through It. 
They told us that in the wet season this ba- 
comes for days on impassable torrent. 


About 4 o'clock we arrived at Kalka, a 


small village about forty miles from Um- 
balla, and at tbe foot of tbe mountain. We 
were to spend the night there, so we secured 
such accommodations as tbe village hotel 
could boost of, started out -for a long walk, 
and returned ready to discuss tbe excellent 
supper which was ready for us. 


These Indian hotels in tbe smaller places 


are a curiosity from an American standpoint. 
You engage a room and are nbown to it by 
three or four grinning servants. You find a 
bedstead, an exceedingly thin and hard 
mattress, one chair, probably a small table, 
and possibly something which is supposed to 
be a mirror. If you are partial to sheets and 
blankets and are a prudent man you will 
bring them with you, for though you may 
sometimes get them in tbe hotel for an extra 
consideration, it is by ho means certain. Oh 
the other hand, the supply of food is liberal 
and generally of fair quality. Two things, 
rico cooked as no American knows how to 
cook it, and tresh eggs, ore always to be ob- 
tained. 


We arranged to start the next morning at 


8 o'clock, and at that hour oar tonga made 
its appearance. This original vehicle has 
two wheels of about three feet in diameter, 
over the axle of which is placed the box with 
two seats back to back, and a low footboard 
before and behind, which is about eight 
Inches from the ground. An Irish jaunting 
car turned sideways and cut down to about 
half its height would give a tolerable idea of 
it Each seat will accommodate two per- 
BODS. A light framework supports a canvas 
covering, which shelters the passengers from 
the sun. 


We took our seats, the driver cracked his 


whip, and away we started in fine style. The 
ascent begins immediately, and with the ex- 
ception of about two miles, where, in passing 
round a ravine, the road descends somewhat, 
it continues all the way to Simla, which is 
fifty-five, miles from Kalka. The ascent la 
very gradual, however, and as the horses 
were changed at intervals of about four 
miles, they were never exhausted, and our 
driver kept them steadily upon a run, BO that 
we traveled about nine miles au hour. There 


tnoment, and to gain «ome amusement from 
the unintelligible chattering and wild gest- 
ures of the natives, conscious the while that 
we were equally a subject to them of good 
natiired contempt—for the Indian peasant 
does not desire to leave his home, and; believ- 
ing every white man to be a millionaire, 
thinks those rich sahibs great fools, when 
they could stay at home in comfort, to spend 
their time and money just to see a mountain 
orartrarigecity. 


So with these various changes the day 


passed by, until about 3 o'clock, as we rounded 
a huge promontory, we saw Simla scarcely a 
mile away as the crow flies, but a good four 
miles by the road, for between us audit was 
one of the enormous chasms so frequent in 
the Himalayas, around which we hod to pass. 
At length, however, we arrived at the tonga 
station, and escorted by a crowd~of coolies, 
carrying- our baggage, proceeded to our 
hotel. 


Simla is a unique place. It is built on the 


siila of a steep declivity, so that tbe roof of 
onu house is generally about on a level with 
the foundation of the one in the next tier. 
Flights of steps afford tbe means of ascent 
and descent. Horses and wagons are entirely 
out of the question, and all burdens ore car- 
ried by the coolies. There are a few jiririkis- 
haz—small two.wheeled carriages drawn by 
one or two men—owned by private families, 
but the wayfarer must trust to his own 
powers of locomotion, or miss the magnifi- 
cent views which constantly meet his eye in - 
every direction as he goes from point to point 
in tbe neighborhood. 


There ore a number of fine buildings in 


Simla erected for government use, .and each 
year additions are made to the number. It 
seems strange that with all tbe traffic during 
the summer a railway has not been built, but 
apparently up steps have as yet been taken. 
The town also boasts of a fine lecture room 
and good library and a very pretty church. 
The English as a people reverence God, anil 
wherever in tbe world a number of them are 
gathered together, the spire of their church 
rises toward heaven to testify to the fact. 


The church in Simla is built upon tbe 


crown of a ridge and the ground slopes 
downward on either side. As you stand on 
the porch you can see two little brooks; you 
might almost cast a stone into either. And 
yet the water of one, after a journey of 
1,500 miles; Breaches the Arabian sea by 
way (if the Indus, while the other goes to 
swell the mighty Ganges, and after traveling 
BOO miles is poured into tbe bay of Bengal. 


We fortunately took a long walk and saw 


most of the points of interest on the after- 
noon of our arrival, for when we awoke the 
next morning there was a foot of snow on 
the ground, and it was still falling. The 
storm continued all day, and although the 
next one was pleasant it was impossible to go 
about, and the following morning wo started 
on our return. Although the snow was so 
heavy at Simla, by the time we bad gone 
eight miles and descended about 1,000 feet 
there was not a trace of it on our road.

We made no stop on the 
return journey, but drove directly through 
to Umballa, where we arrived about 9 in the 
evening, rather tired but well pleased with 
our new experience.

Cnlted States Consul .General at Bo» 


got«, United States of Colombia.

NEW ORLEANS, April 7.—-Gen. John G. 


Walker recently confirmed by the senate to be 
consul general and secretary of legation at 
Bogota, United States of Colombia, has been 
a fighting man and conies of fighting stock. 
His grandfather was a colonel in the English 
army, from which he resigned and settled in 
Virginia. 
When the colonists revolted 


against the author- 
ity of the mother 
country, 
he e s- 


ponsed their cause 
and was an adju- 
tant of a cavalry 
regiment and sub- 
sequently on Wash- 
ington's staff. His 
son, the father of 
Consul General 
Walker, married a 
niece of Andrew 
Jackson, the wed- 
ding taking place 
at "Tho Hermit- 
age." He settled in Missouri. 
JoJm G. 


Walker was born in Missouri and educated 
at the Jesuit college in St. Louis. .In 1840 
he was appointed a first lieutenant in the 
Mounted Rifles, United States army. He 
served in the war with Mexico under Gen. 
Scott, and smelled powder at Contreras, 
Churubusco and Molino del Key, in the lat- 
ter ol which battles he Was wounded. Ho 
was brevetted captain for gallant and meri- 
torious, services in the affair ot Juau do los 
lanqs. 


Capt. Walker resigned his commission to 


accept a colonelcy in the Confederate army, 
and soon after was made a brigadier general. 
He served iu the Army of Northern Virginia, 
and was made a major general for gallant 
conduct at Antietam, or, as this is called in 
the south, Sbarpsburg. He was' then trans- 
furred to tbe command of a division in Ark- 
ansas and fought at the 
< battles of Pleasant 


Hill and of Mansfield, La., find Jenkins 
Ferry in 1864. Gen. Walker was thenpnr, in 
command of a department, including Louis- 
iana, Teias, New Mexico and Arizona. This 
department be commanded at tbe close of 
tbe war. Since that time he baa been en- 
gaged in mining in Mexico and railroad 
operations in the southern states.
